In  September*  the  Borough  Engineer  reported  to  the 
Council  that  the  public  consumption  of  water  within  the  Borough 
was  rapidly  increasing*  and  that*  in  the  near  future,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  consider  the  question  of  increasing 
the  present  supply*  either  by  sinking  a  new  bore  hole  at 
Sunnyside*  or  entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  Wigan  Coal 
Corporation,  for  the  aquisition  of  a  greater  quantity  of  water 
from  Man ton  Pit  supply®  This  matter  is  now  under 
consideration  by  the  Councils
